GOULD NOT FAGE 


LOSS OF WORK 


\nd Wrightsville Man Took 
his 
Own Life. 
Neglect 
of 
Duly 
Made him Fear being Thrown 
out of Employment. 


John VV, Barnes, fifty five years old 
and unmarried, committed 
suicide ac 
Wrightsville some time Tuesday night 
by shooting himself in the head w*ith 
* 32 calibre revolver. The 
dead was 
committed on the second floor of the 
Municipal 
building. 
in which 
the 
Wrightsville Hose company 
has 
.t« 
headquarters. Barnes wa* tho janitor 
of the building and a Do had his living 
quarter- there. The boily 
was 
found 
by ll. C. Keller, proprietor of the Wil­ 
son House; Silas M. Birnstock, 
hard­ 
ware 
merchant, and 
Oliver 
Fleet, 
proprietor of the Freet cigar store. 
The only known motive 
which led 
Barnes ti* commit the ra*h 
act 
was 
revealed in a note he left, in which he 
admitted his fault for an accident 
to 
the boiler in the 
building that 
had 
been cracked recently. 
He stated 
in 
the note that he made a 
miscalcula­ 
tion when 
he 
looked 
at 
the steam 
gouge, and 
let 
the boiler 
go dr? 
while there was a hot fire underneath. 
It is also stated that 
Barnes 
had 
been drinking heavily the past several 
week-, and it i> thought that the lat­ 
ter condition 
disturbed 
his mental 
balance, and that he feared he would 
lose his job. 
Immediately upon finding the 
body 
the authorities were notified and Cor­ 
oner Pius IL Jones, of York. was sum­ 
moned. After learning the fact - in the 
case the coroner decided 
that an in­ 
quest was not necessary.

that Barnes left behind it 
was also 
-t iled that he had $25 in his clothes, 
which was found, 
and
